Plans Check on Whether

(Text of Grand Jury Report on 
Page 7A.) 


The federal grand jury, which 
yesterday issued a blistering re- 
port on racketeering by labor 
union bosses in this area, will 
broaden the scope of its inquiry 
next week and will investigate 
handling of funds collected by 
unions under “welfare” provi- 
sions of their contracts with em- 


ployers. 
In its report, the grand jury 
called attention to what it 


termed “certain abuses in the 
handling of various workers’ 
health and welfare plans by 
labor leaders” and cited one 


instance in which a union insti- 
tuted a plan whereby employers 
were compelled to pay into the 
union treasury the equivalent 
of 12% per cent of their pay- 
rolls. 

It will be the grand jury’s ob- 
jective to determine whether 
funds collected under welfare 
provisions of contracts are being 
utilized properly by labor lead- 
ers in the interest of rank-and- 
file union members or whether 
they are being diverted to other 
and, perhaps, personal benefits 
of the union bosses, the Post- 
Dispatch was told. 

Report on Insurance Setup. 

Co-related with the inquiry 
into operation of certain wel- 
fare programs, will be an inves- 
tigation of reports that business 
agents of certain unions have 
obtained Missouri licenses as 


insurance brokers and dealers | 
and have collected commissions | 


on insurance policies paid for 
by employers under welfare 
agreements. These 
sions, the jury reported, have 
been going into the pockets of 
the union leaders involved, in- 
stead of into union treasuries. 

The grand jury, which has 
been investigating labor rack- 


eteering in the St. Louis area | 


since April, was scheduled 
to go out of existence yesterday 
after giving its report to United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore. But at Judge Moore's re- 
quest it will continue its in- 
quiry indefinitely. 

The inquiry into disposition of 
union welfare funds and alleged 
racketeering in insurance pre- 
miums is only ome phase of a 
broad field of investigation 
which the grand jury cut out for 
itself in its report. 

Limited Time Noted. 

Because of limitation on its 
time, the jury reported, it had 
been able to explore thoroughly 
only those areas of union opera- 
tions in the St. Louis area di- 
rectly concerned with violations 
of a federal statute against rack- 
eteering, principally in the form 
of extortion of money from em- 


ployers. ; 
The jury’s report on extortion 
and its recommendations for 


further inquiry into allied fields 
of racketeering in the labor 
movement have paralleled re- 
ports of conditions published in 
the Post-Dispatch periodically 
since July 1951. 

The jury emphasized in its re- 
port that its inquiry was not 
aimed at organized labor itself, 
but was intended to protect the 
entire community, including 
rank-and-file union members, 
from exploitation by unscrupu- 
lous union bosses. 

At the same time it issued its 
report blasting racketeering in 
unions in this area, the jury re- 
turned new indictments against 
14 St. Louis and outstate Mis-

WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)

with Senator McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, insisted today that 
United States overseas libraries 
must be free to put Communist 
works on their shelves if they 
can be used to counter Soviet 
propaganda. 

But Smith told the Senate 
Appropriations Committee: “I 
can say categorically that the 
Secretary of State (John Foster 
Dulles) is and has been opposed 
to the works of Communist 
authors per se on the shelves of 
the overseas libraries.” 

McCarthy’s Question. 

Smith’s statement came when 
McCarthy said: “You are assur- 
ing the coramittee that no more 
Communist books will be pur- 
chased except in rare instances 
. + « and Communist books will 
be removed?” 


McCarthy has questioned 
whether the overseas libraries 
should be allowed “one cent” if 
they are going to stock any 
books by Communists. 

There was a direct dispute 
when Smith said he was in- 
formed the libraries had spent 
no money since 1947 for books 
by Communists. He said he 
knows “they did indeed” buy 
same such books previously. 

“You are in error,” McCarthy 
told him. He said a check by 
the staff of his Senate investiga- 
tions subcommittee “shows a 
very sizable number of books by 
Communist authors” purchased 
since 1947.

“The American Farm Bureau 
Federation is interested in the 
development of the western 
phosphate industry first as a 
source of phosphate fertilizers, 
the use of which is rapidly in- 
creasing in agriculture, and sec- 
ond because many of our state 
farm bureaus have an ownership 
interest, through the Central 
Farmers Fertilizer Co. in a de- 
posit of phosphate rock in south- 


eastern Idaho.

U.S. FLEET NEARLY 
HITS BRITISH SHIP 
IN SEA OF JAPAN 


TOKYO, July 24 (AP)—A 3000- 
ton British freighter steamed 
through a United States Navy 
maneuver area in the Japan Sea 
during fleet maneuvers and nar- 
rowly escaped destruction or 
serious damage, the Navy said. 

A “single shell, bomb or 
mine” exploded near the freight- 
er San Eduardo, the Navy said, 
as it sailed toward the Commu- 
nist Chinese port of Chinwang- 
tao from Japan. 

Early reports from the Jap- 
anese Coast Guard said the 
freighter was fired on by United 
States warships and might have 
been sunk. The Coast Guard re- 
port was based on a radio mes- 
sage from the San Eduardo say- 
ing it was “under shell fire.” 

Scene of the incident was 
about 25 miles southwest of 
Tsushima island, midway be- 
tween Japan and Korea.

. Widespread Violations. 
" The grand jury inquiry has 
disclosed widespread violations 
of the anti-racketeering statute 
‘not only in the eastern district 
of Missouri but in the entire 
state, and in other sections of 
the United States, particularly 
Kansas City, Illinois and New 
Jersey. 
- It has been reported that con- 
ditions in the eastern district of 
ssouri, especially the St. Louis 
area, were worse than in any 
ther place in the United States. 
However, testimony of various 
witnesses indicates that condi- 
tions in Illinois and Kansas City 
closely parallel those in this 
district. 


Respecting violations in other 
states, the United States 
General's Office and 
We feel confident that the De- 
Partment of Justice will follow 
Through in these other areas 
where alleged violations have 
“been developed as a result of 
the inquiry of this grand jury. 
Our inv ation of in- 
fringements on the rights of 
our citizens, particularly on 
the rights of union members, 
‘by labor racketeers disclosed 
~that large sums of money 
have been extorted from 
various contractors by self- 
seeking and irresponsible 
labor leaders, especially the 
local business agents and rep- 
resentatives who have stopped 
at nothing to obtain their own 
material ends. 

Before continuing, this grand 
jary goes on record that in con- 
ducting its investigation of la- 
bor racketeering conditions it 
was its purpose to assist the 
working man and his commu- 
nity in eliminating a most sin- 
ister situation. It has never been 
the purpose of the grand jury to 
condemn labor and labor unions 
generally or to. in any way hin- 
der the American labor move- 
ment. 


We wish to state here also 
that none of the conditions re- 
lated in this report have re- 
sulted from employment of non- 
union labor. In fact, in all cases 
where indictments have been 
returned for violations of Sec- 
tion 1951, the anti-racketeering 
Statute, none of the contractors 
from whom money was extorted 
or on whom extortion attempts 
were made, employed non-union 


labor. 
Injurious Results. 

The activities of the group of 
labor leaders under investiga- 
tion have produced the following 
injurious results: 

1. The public or community 
as a whole has suffered irre- 
parable damage and loss result- 
ing in: 

(A) Much higher construction 
costs which have been passed on 
to the consumer; 

(B) Delay in completion of 
many projects which has _hin- 
dered production of commodi- 
ties required for military pur- 
poses. In this connection also, 
the St. Louis area has been by- 
passed on the awarding of con- 
tracts for various types of gov- 
ernment and military supplies 
because of the reported labor 
troubles in this area. 

(C) Delay in completion of 
many projects vital to the citi- 
zenry generally. People have had 
to do without adequate housing, 
hospital and other facilities. 

(D) Refusal of some new. in- 
dustries to locate in the St. 
Louis area, a condition which 
has played havoc with the work- 
ers’ security. Many new indus- 
tries are locating elsewhere 
where labor conditions are more 
favorable, all of which has nul- 
lified the work of Chambers of 
Commerce ‘and other civic 
groups in the various communi- 
ties to bring these industries 
into their communities. This 
has reduced the amount of work 
that would be obtainable for the 
various laboring classes not only 
in the construction field but in 
the industries themselves after 
completion of their new plants. 
The result is a lower standard of 
living for the laboring classes 
and for the communities as a 
whole, because the earning and 
purchasing potential is tremen- 
dously reduced. 

(E) Abandonment of plans for 
expansion by a number of local 
concerns. Again this also re- 
sults in a lower standard of liv- 
ing for the laboring classes and 
for the communities as a whole, 
as greater prosperity for the 
community and the individual 
résults only from the expansion

There also came to the atten- 
tion of the grand jury the sys- 
tem whereby part of the work- 
ers in a given industry are not 
permitted to join a union, but 
instead work on a permit basis, 
under which arrangement they 
are forced to pay the union or 
the persons sponsoring them a 
certain sum of money—not as 
dues—for each day’s work. We 
understand that recently direc- 
tives from the international 
headquarters of certain unions 
have ordered an end put to this 
“permit” plan. 

Contractors Lose Money. 

3. Contractors have lost vast 
sums of money, and in addition: 

(A) Some contractors have 
been forced into receivership, or 
bankruptcy. 

(B) Many small contractors 
have curbed their bidding ac- 
tivities and have refused to ex- 
pand their operations because 
the possibility of extortion 
threats on the larger contrac- 
tors is much greater than on the 
small operator. 

(C) Many contractors, particu- 
larly: those from out-of-state, 
who have been victimized by la- 
bor leaders in Missouri, told this 
grand jury that they will not 
do any more work in this state 
because of their frightening ex- 
perience here with labor in the 
past. This condition leads to a 
lessening of competition within 
a particular area, the possibility 
of the formation of local cliques 
of contractors (and some have 
already formed) who can con- 
trol a local situation and de- 
mand exorbitant prices for all 
types of work, which prices in 
the end are passed on to the 
consumer. 

(D) General contractors for 
the most part are no longer al- 
lowed to perform, with their 
own union craftsmen, the vari- 
ous types of work called for on 
a project awarded them. Re- 
gardiess of whether or not they 
desire to do the various types 
of work, whether or not they 
have done the work in the past, 
and whether they are equipped 
or qualified to do the work, 
they must subcontract each 
phase to a subcontractor who 
alone apparently has control of 
or can obtain enough craftsmen 
to perform the work in question. 
A directive was issued by the 
International of one union early 
in 1950 so instructing general 
contractors to sublet the work 
performed by that union’s mem- 
bers to a subcontractor who 
hired that craft exclusively. 

Creates Monopolies. 
Such an arrangement as out- 
lined here tends to create monop- 
olies among the subcontractors 
employing the various types of 
crafts, and tends also to greatly 
increase the over-all costs of a 
construction project through the 
cost of increased supervision, 
training of new men on each job 
the contractor obtains, the in- 
clusion of overhead in each sub- 
contractor’s bid, and in many 
other ways. This cost, of course, 
as stated above, is borne eventu- 
ally by the consumer. 

Contractors and the labor- 
ing man have been at the ab- 
solute mercy of these corrupt 
labor czars. The latter, in 
most instances, in the eastern 
district of Missouri, have re- 
fused to recognize national la- 
bor agreements, agreements 
which have been negotiated 
between international unions 
and contracting associations 
to serve the best interests of 
both the laboring man and the 
contractor in all sections of 
our country and Canada. These 
contracts were written to pro- 
tect the laboring man in vari- 
ous communities from wun- 
scrupulous foreign contractors 
who try to bring in all of their 
own workers, and by the same 
token to protect, the foreign 
contractors by enabling them 
to bring inte a community a 
portion of their key workers 
who are necessary to expedite 
the work and train local work- 
ers in the practices of the par- 
ticular contractor. 

Very frequently local labor 
leaders in this district have re- 
fused to allow out-of-state con- 
tractors, especially those con-

tractors would pay tribute to 
these labor leaders for this priv- 
ilege. In other words, the labor 
leaders prevented this infiltra- 
‘tion, in violation of national 
agreements, not to provide more 
work for local workers, but to 
line their awn pockets with ill- 
gotten wealth. 
‘Illinois Pian’ in Missouri. 

In most instances, especially 
on public works projects fi- 
nanced by the state of Missouri, 
these labor leaders made an ap- 
pearance at cofitract lettings in 
Jefferson City, and immediately 
contacted a successful contrac- 
tor to arrange a pre-job confer- 
ence to discuss the labor situa- 
tion. on his new job. 

At these pre-job conferences 
the contractor was us 
asked what he thoyght it was 
worth to eo labor harmony 


told that he would have to pay 
a fixed ntage of the do 
amount of his contract in order 
to be allowed to proceed with 
his work. 

This procedure followed close- 
ly the so-called “Illinois Plan,” 
of which we learned in the 
course of our investigation, 
whereby contractors in that 
state have been forced to pay a 
percentage of the dollar amount 
of their contracts to union of- 
ficials in order to insure har- 
monious labor relations on the 
job. The above practices in Mis- 
souri more or less confirm re- 
ports also that attempts have 
been made to introduce the II- 
linois Plan into Missouri. 


Tf a contractor dared to 
disregard the demands of the 
extortienists, many means 
were used toe enforce them, 
including such actions as 
shut-downs; fercing the hire 
of unneeded employes, or as 
we have come to know it, 
“feather-bedding”; forcing the 
hire of drunken, irresponsible 
and inexperienced men; cre- 
ation of faked jurisdictional 

tes and strikes; employ- 
ing of non-working stewards 
and foremen; payroll padding 

—putting men on the payroll 
who were not employed on a 
particular project, and in 
some instances were already 
working on other projects; 
forced overtime work with 
heavy overtime payments, in- 
cluding overtime payments for 
non-working stewards and 
foremen regardless of the fact 
they were not on the job; and 
threatening physical harm and 
economic loss. By refusing to 
accede to the extortionists, the 
contractor either wound up 
“broke” or succumbed to the 
pressure and “paid off” after 
considerable financial loss. 

These tactics were used also 
on jobs other than public works 
projects as these business agents 
had a way of knowing when a 
contractor became a successful 
bidder, at which time he was 
immediately approached for a 
pre-job conference. In one in- 
stance the labor union repre- 
sentative phoned a contractor 
about a pre-job conference 
fore the contractor himself 
knew he had been the success- 
ful bidder on a certain job. 

Plagued from Beginning. 

In other instances, no pre- 
job conference approach was 
made. The jobs were simply 
plagued from the beginning with 
jurisdictional disputes and other 
forms of labor strife until the 
contractors themselves in a 
desperate moment sought’ out 
the labor representatives and 
asked what could be done to 
get their jobs running smoothly.

Under some contracts, a con- 
tractor has a deadline to meet 
on a given job, and failure to 
do so calls for a penalty to be 
paid the firm letting the con- 
tract for each day the job is 
extended beyond the comple- 
tion date. The labor racketeers 
have been quick to take ad- 
vantage of this situation also 
by threatening to halt con- 
struction shortly before such 
deadline, unless paid not to do 


so. 
Much of the evidence be- 
fore this grand jury dis-

ployer unless their extortion de- 
mands are met. This undemo- 
cratic practice of dictating who 
works when and where, and 
who doesn’t, undermines the 
livelihood of the working man 
and his family’ every day the 
labor leaders hold up his serv- 
ices to a contractor—and, we 
repeat—holding up his services 


to benefit no one but the labor 
leader. In other instances 
favoritism shown certain 
workers or ups of 


gro 

who are given the best 
regardless of ability, while 
others are sent out only oc- 
casionally. 


Legislation is needed to di- 
vest such control of union 
hiring halls, so that the working 
man can seek his own jobs and 
the contractor can seek his own 
workers as long as they are 
union men in good standing 
with their respective unions. 

The democratic form of gov- 
ernment originally set up by 
the international unions for 
running the locals no longer 
exists in many of the local or- 
ganizations. This grand jury has 
heard evidence that many union 
members are afraid to speak 
their own minds at union meet- 
ings because of the complete 
domination of the union work- 
ing man by business agents and 
union representatives. Union 
meeting rooms are spotted with 
“thugs,” friends of the business 
agents, who immediately silence, 
by violence or otherwise, any 
union member dissenting with 


the views of the union leaders. 
For this reasoh many conscien- 


tious union members do not even 
bother attending ‘their own 
union meetings. - 


In some instances national 
officers of some of the unions 
are to be commended for putting 
a stop to the despicable practices 
of agents and business 
representatives after complaints 
from various contractors. There 
have been, however, too many 
cases where contractors have 
complained in vain to the na- 
tional heads about these rack- 
eteers 


Unions Invite Disaster. 


The intelligent and well- 
mea leaders who control the 
national headquarters of 
various unions, in most cases, 
today, are doing what they can 
to gain respect and acceptance 
by society in general. However, 
if legitimate complaints to these 
heads go unheard, either through 
inadvertence or otherwise, the 
union involved is certainly in- 
viting disaster through the wrath 
of what will become an aroused 
American people. An immediate 
investigation into such com- 
plaints of these unscrupulous 
local leaders would d« much to 
enhance the position of the 
union and bring about that 
middie-of-the-road harmony 
which is so desired between 
labor and management. 


The grand jury was somewhat 
hampered in its investigation 
because of the fact that the 
statute of limitations had already 
run in many cases, and we re- 
gret that the labor racketeering 
investigation was not com- 
menced sooner than it was. The 
delay was probably due to the 
fact that contractors and others 
feared for their lives at the 
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hands of the racketeers until 


disgraceful situation that ex-

The grand jury was also lim- 
ited in its investigation because 
of the fact that interstate com- 
merce had to be involved in the 
encroachments of these labor 
racketeers before any indict- 
ment could be handed down

Apparently there has been no 
attempt by state authorities to 
enforce the terms of Section 
560,130, Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri, 1949, entitled “Robbery 
in Third Degree,” which makes 
extortion of the type described 
in this report a felony under 
Missouri law. 


There came to the attention 
of the grand jury also an in- 
stance where large sums of 
money were paid to an influ- 
ence peddier in order for a 
contractor and architect to ob- 
tain contracts for the erection 
of a building for the state of 
Missouri. This is a matter 
which we feel should be inves- 
tigated by the state authori- 
ties to determine whether or 
not there was a violation of 
the laws of the state. 


The grand jury commends 
Chief Judge George H. Moore 
for his courage and fortitude, 
and his keen sense of justice to 
the people under his jurisdic- 
tion, for charging this grand 
jury with the task of looking 
into the deplorable labor sifua- 
tion in the eastern district of 
Missouri. We feel confident t 
the judges in other : 
where these serious labor condi- 
tions exist will soon follow-his 
example.  . 

The grand jury wishes~ to 
thank the St. Louis Police De- - 
partment, especially Detective 
Sgt. Thomas Moran who gave 
the grand jury a great deal of 
background information on this 
whole investigation; we praise

racket. The concern was threat- 


ened with serious economic loss 
if it did not accede to the wishes 
of the union official. 

In our investigation this grand 
jury has developed that in some 
cases business agents have be- 
come very friendly. with “con- 
traetors only to pave the way 
for a loan which they had no 
intention of repaying. During 
this friendship period the busi- 
ness agent with his ulterior 
motive in mind, would maintain 
somewhat harmonious labor re- 
lations on the job. 


As a result of labor prac- 
tices previously mentioned in 
this report, the cost of labor 
on some projects has exceed- 
ed the original estimate by 
sums as high as a half mil- 
lion dollars, and in one par- 
ticular case by $975,000. 

An Oklahoma contractor 
had under contract the con- 
struction of a number of 
pumping Stations in Oklahoma 
and Missouri, all of which 
were of identical design, con- 

of the same mate- 
rials and with the use of 
identical equipment. Because 
he refused to pay off te the 
labor czars, completion of one 
of these stations in Missouri 
required 115,133 
of labor and cost $561,000 to 
construct, compared with one 
in Oklahoma that required 
only 80,474 man hours of labor 
and cost only $310,000 te con- 
struct—a difference of more 
than a quarter-million dollars 
for an identical job. 


Numerous other cases on jobs 
in Missouri were called to our 
attention where the number of 
men whom labor representatives 
required contractors to employ 
were double the number the 
contractors used on_ similar 
jobs in other parts of the coun- 
try. Frequently a contractor 
doing work in Missouri wherein 
a project would extend across 
the state would have good labor 
relations until he reached the 
St. Louis area. Here he was im- 
mediately confronted with ex- 
tortion methods described in 
this report. 


The grand jury, at the risk 
of repetition, reiterates the 
power possessed by the un- 
scrupulous union business 
agents and representatives. 
These men, in most instances, 
have complete control over the 
local unions, and, without inter- 
ference from the union’s na- 
tional officers, dictate just what 
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the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation; William W. Crowdus, 
a United States Attorney, 
and his entire staff, especially 
Messrs. Ted Bollinger Jr., and 
Marvin C. Hopper, assistant 
United States Attorneys; as well 
as the United States Marshal 
and Internal Revenue Agents, 
for their splendid assistance 
and hearty co-operation in as- 
sisting the grand jury in its 
work. 
Witnesses Commended. 


And most assuredly we want 
to commend the.many witnesses 
from the constfuction field, af- 
filiates of various labor organi- 
zations and others who came 
from all parts of the country to 
lend valuable evidence in our 
labor racketeering inquiry. 

In conclusion and again em- 
phasizing the seriousness of the 
violations brought before this 
grand jury, we point out from 
the testimony heard by this body 
the great harm that has been 
done to the future of metropoli- 
tan St. Louis and other com- 
munities in the eastern district 
= Working h fered 
tigen g men have suffe 
frreparable losses due to the 
irresponsible leadership of 
their unions. 

Business men too have suf- 
fered losses which can’ never 
be regained. 

These losses have resulted 
in a general financial debility 
in the area because of de- 
creased purchasing power, 
both by individuals and busi- 
nesses. 


Thus workers and business 
men not directly connected 
‘with the despicable shake- 
down racket have suffered, 
too, simply because they are 
unfortunate enough to live in 
a community which permits 
this racket to operate. 

Even worse, new industry 
cannot be attracted to a com- 
munity where there is a pos- 
sibility that it will be sub- 
jected to labor difficulties 
from the start. 


Firms long-established in St. 
Louis, no matter how excel- 
lent their products, find it in- 
creasingly difficult to obtain 
orders. Their customers are 
hesitant about buying from 
companies who may be unable 
to keep delivery dates because 
they might be tied up by 
strikes. 

Worst of ail, military orders, 
so necessary to the defense 
of this nation and the promo- 
tion of freedom throughout 
the world, have been and can 
be seriously impaired. 

This is truly a vicious circle 
—vicious in the strongest mean- 
ing of the word. 

While irreparable losses have 
been suffered by all St. Louis 


citizens and citizens of the St. 
Louis area, and great harm has 
been done to their communities’ 
futures, there is still Hope. 

That hope lies in the indi- 
vidual citizen himself. 


Workers’ Apathy Assailed. 


It’s time that the working 
man emerged from his state of 
complacency and abandoned his 
attitude of letting the other man 
attend the union meetings and 
carrying his responsibility for 
him. His apathy toward the af- 
fairs of his union is one of the 
main causes for the conditions 
existing today. 

Unless the laboring classes 
unite and once again take a 
voice in running the affairs of 
their respective union organiza- 
tions, the situation that this 
grand jury has endeavored to 
clear up will again return. These 
conditions more than anything 
else will tend in the end to 
weaken the labor movement in 
this country and undermine all 
of the important reforms it has 
brought about for the laboring 
classes. 

Laws of this nation were 
written with just one thing in 
mind—the rights and respon- 
sibilities of the individual. Too 
many. have asserted themselves 
for their rights while ignoring 
their responsibilities. 

St. Louisans and citizens of 
the other communities in the 
eastern district of Missouri face 
a tremendous responsibility: to 
restore their business communi- 
ties to the esteem in which they 
were once held. They can do 
it, if they will. 

We strongly urge every St. 
Louisan and citizens in the sur- 
rounding areas, whether from 
the ranks of labor or manage- 
ment, to be eternally vigilant 
and to immediately report any 
further effort by anyone to 
flout the law. Such reports "may 
be made to the United States 
Attorney’s office or the FBI. If 
every individual does this, there 
will be no need to fear reprisal. 

Troubles Not Over. 

The indictments which we 
have handed down do not mean 
St. Louis’ troubles, or the trou- 
bles of other areas, are over. 
We freely admit they may serve 
only as a temporary deterrent. 
But we believe we have done 
what we could in the limited 
time at our disposal. 

The grand jury regrets that 
time did not permit some con- 
sideration of other portions of 
the charge made to it by Judge 
Moore, such as possible viola- 
tions of federal election laws; 
possible violations of the Statute 
which prohibits any person in 


the public service from wilfully 


_and corruptly reporting on the 


examination or proper standing 
of any person examined under 
the civil service laws, or mak- 


ing any false representations 
concerning them, or furnishing 
special or secret information for 
the purpose of either improving 
or injuring the prospects of any 
person being appointed or pro- 
moted under the civil service 
laws; further inquiry into the 
health and welfare funds of cer- 
tain unions; and further consid- 
eration of Section 874, Title 18, 
United States Code, entitled 
“Kickbacks from Public Works 
Employes.” 

The grand jury respectfully 
recommends to the court the im- 
mediate appointment of a new 
grand jury to inquire into the 
above matters, as well as: 

1. Pessible additional viola- 
tions of the anti-racketeering 
statute. 

2. Possible violations of fed- 
eral income tax laws by labor 
racketeers and others; 

3. Possible violations of fed- 
eral anti-trust laws; 

4. Possible violations of fed- 
eral laws in instances of collu- 
sion between certain contractors 
and labor officials whereby only 
particular contractors are’ per- 
mitted by union officials to do 
a certain type of work. 


We recommend also: 

1. That all laws of all com- 
munities against carrying con- 
cealed weapons be rigidly en- 
forced and perhaps strengthened 
to prevent promiscuous carrying 
of such weapons by labor racke- 
teers and others, as previously 
mentioned in this report. 

2. That legislation should be 
enacted to prevent the abuses of 
union hiring halls as mentioned 
in this report. 

3. That state law enforcement 
officers be urged to prosecute 
violators of the statute outlining 
robbery in the third degree, or 
extortion. 

4. That evidence of violations 
of laws of the State of Missouri 
mentioned in this report, be 
made available, upon proper ap- 
plication to this court, to grand 
juries who have jurisdiction of 
the offenses in question, or to 
any duly authorized public offi- 
cials who have jurisdiction to 
appear before a state grand jury 
for the purpose of presenting 
the evidence herein mentioned 
to the end that violators of state 
laws may be urged to report. 


5. That contractors and em- 
ployers.of labor be urged to re- 
port promptly to the FBI or to 
the United States Attorney’s Of- 
fice any past or future extor- 
tions, or attempted extortions, 
by labor racketeers. 

This report was prepared 
on the assumption that this 
grand jury would be discharged 
from service July 23. At the 
request of Judge Moore, the 
members of the jury will now 
stay in session and continue 
their investigation into labor 
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racketeering for an indefinite 
period. However, the jury has 
decided to file this report at this 
time as originally planned. 

As a supplemental recommen- 
dation to the attached report, the 
grand jury sincerely hopes that 
William W. Crowdus, United 
States attorney for this district, 
and Ted Bollinger Jr., and Mar- 
vin Hopper, assistants to the 
United States attorney, will be 
permitted to prosecute the cases 
on which the indictments are 
based, inasmuch as they have 
worked on these cases since 
their inception and are thor- 
oughly familiar with every 
aspect. 


BISHOP, PRIEST MANHANDLED 
IN YUGOSLAV DIOCESE TOUR 


BELGRADE, July 24 (UP)— 
The Bishop of Split and a priest 
accompanying him on a tour of 
his diocese were severely man- 
handled by “a group -f irrespon- 
sible people,” the government 
announced last night. 

The announcement said 
Bishop Frano Franic was tour- 
ing the diocese in connection 
with efforts by local priests to 
form an association frowned on 
by the Vatican. 

Yugoslav bishops recently 
have suspended priests who par- 
ticipated in the formation of 
these associations and consider- 
able feeling was stirred up in 
some parts of strongly Catholic 
Croatia. 


1 MISSING IN FIRE 
ON TAMER 2 TGS 


Blaze Starts as Boats Pre- 
pared to Pull Ship Away 
From Dock.

WILMINGTON, Del., July 24 
(UP)—Seven men were missing 


and presumed dead today in a 
fire which swept a tanker and 
two tugboats here shortly beforfe 
midnight. 

Eight other crew members of 
the tanker Pan-Georgia and the 
tugs were injured, two critically. 

The Coast Guard said it has 
not been able to determine if 
the fire broke out on the tugs 
or on the 9000-ton tanker, which 
was preparing to pull away from 
a pier after unloading 115,000 
barrels of high octane gasoline 
and fuel oil. 

Many crewmen leaped into 
the Delaware river to escape the 
flames, At least eight were res- 
cued by Coast Guardsmen. 

The missing included Roy Ott, 
Galveston, Tex., second engineer 
of the Pan-Georgia. The other 
missing were crewmen from the 
tugboats Deinlein and Wotoco. 

The Coast Guard tentatively 
listed the missing tugboat men 


as Albert Merck, Delair, N.J.; 
Ludwig Schwark, Gloucester, 


N.J.; Anton Poppin and J. Edgar 
King, both of Philadelphia, all 
of the TLeinlein; and John 
Benussi and A. Dobrovich, both 
of Philadelphia, crewmen of the 
Wotoco. 

Boatswain C, B. Bench, Gal- 
veston, one of the members of 
the 42-man tanker crew taken 
to the Red Cross center here, 
said most of the deck crew was 
standing by the gangway pre- 
paring to cast off when the blaze 
broke out. 


He said most of the men on 
deck ran down the gangway to 
safety. Others below deck and 
on the opposite side of the ship 
jumped into the water. 


POLICEMAN SHOOTS YOUTH 
FLEEING FROM RESTAURANT 


Frank Baker Jr., 17 years old, 
was shot by police responding 
to a call that a man had broken 
into the Royal Cafe, 3176 Easton 
avenue, early today. Baker, a 
Negro, who gave an address in 
the 3600 block of Evans avenue, 
was taken to Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital suffering from a bullet 
wound in the chest and arm. 

Detective Lt. Jacob Joseph 
reported that as he arrived in 
a squad car the youth ran from 
the restaurant and ignored a 
command to halt. Joseph said 
he fired two shots in the air 
and one at the fugitive. Patrol- 
man Robert McKage also fired 
several shots. 

Police found a _ 15-year-old 
girl and a 15-year-old boy inside 


the restaurant. They were held 
for juvenile authorities. 


M’CARTHY HARMS 
U.S., PRESIDENT’S 
BROTHER ASSERTS 


PHOENIX, Ariz., July 24 (AP) 
—Banker Arthur Eisenhower, 
brother of the President, said 
today .that he called Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.); Wisconsin, 
“the most dangerous menace to 
America” but added he didn’t 
understand why the remark 
caused excitement. 

Eisenhower's comments on Mc- 
Carthy appeared last night in a 
copyrighted story in the Las 
Vegas (Nev.), Sun. 

“It’s too bad we have such a 
man in public life,” he said to- 
day in an interview with the 
Phoenix 
stopped here briefly en route to 
his home in Kansas City. He is 
vice president of the Commerce 
Trust Co., Kansas City’s largest 
bank. Eisenhower gaid McCar- 
thy makes “deplorable attacks 
on people and gives people no 
chance to answer charges... .”

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And First in Racketeering 


The federal grand jury's new repert is not 


only a blistering indictment of corrupt labor 
practices here but a severe shock to civic pride. 

St. Louls has become the capital of labor 
rackets in the construction industry. The grand 
jury's report says: 

It has been reported that conditions in the 
Eastern District of Missouri, especially in 
the St. Louis area, were worse than in any 
other place in the United States. However, 
testimony . . . indicates that conditions in 
Illinois and Kansas City closely parallel, 
those in this district. 


A congressional committee recently found 
that to be true ef Kansas City. But it is no con- 
solation that matters are not much worse here. 

The grand jury charges that building con- 
tractors and laboring men alike “have been at 
the absolute mercy of corrupt labor czars.” Lo- 
cal union officers, the report says, have ex- 
torted shake-<downs from the contractors and 
kick-backs from their own union men. 

Without mentioning names, the grand jury 
cites the dollar-a-day fee paid by workers into 
Larry Callanan’s welfare fund with no account- 
ing whatsoever. The jury cites feather-bedding, 
fake jurisdictional strikes, payroll paddings and 
brutal armed terrorism. 

This vicious system is fearfully expensive to 
the building industry, the building workers and 
the whole community. It results in high con- 
struction costs, delays in important projects and 
a fear of St. Louis as a place in which to do 
business. It is one more aspect of civic decay. 

None of the grand jury’s fusillade is leveled 
at labor unions as such. It is leveled at abuses by 
some leaders of some unions in the construction 
field. The report goes so far as to urge union 
men to go to union meetings and to attend to 


union business in order to clean up the rackets. 


At the same time the grand jury recognizes 
that the democratic processes of some unions 
have been thwarted by the racketeers. 

Much of the responsibility for ripping out the 
labor abuses does rest with the union men who 
have lost power to the bosses. Much of it rests 
with the contractors who deal with the rack- 
eteers. Much of it rests with the community 
which, as the grand jury says, must “be eter- 
nally vigilant” in exposing labor rackets. 

But at this critical moment the best answer 
to the extortion and intimidation is the 15 in- 
dictments of 15 construction union leaders. When 
racketeering is buried so deep only the law can 
rip it out. 

St. Louis can congratulate the grand jury and 
Chief Judge George H. Moore on the decision 
to dig still deeper into the muck. Let the work 
proceed. 
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For a Prompt Hearing for Matthews 

Marquis Childs performed a genuine journal- 
istic service yesterday in his column, “Spot 
Check on 7000 Protestant Clergy.” He taok the 
102 names of religious leaders mentioned by J. 
B. Matthews in his American Mercury attack 
on Protestant ministers and did a little investi- 
gating. 

Mr. Childs found that some names are not 
even known to their churches, including one 
which is supposed to be that of an Episcopal 
bishop in Iowa. Others are names of people 
who are dead and still others are retired. 

This sort ef carelessness makes it all the 
more urgent that Mr. Matthews appear at a 
congressional hearing and produce such sup- 
port as he may have for his charges. Moreover, 
as the Washington columnist says, Mr. Matthéws 
should have this opportunity promptly. — 

Chairman Velde and his committee should 
rearrange their schedule if mecessary so the 
Matthews hearing comes within a matter of a 
month. There is no rational excuse for delay- 
ing his appearance until October. It is high time 


to begin to keep charges and answers within a 


reasonable range of each other. 
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Six Death Traps Gone 

The Missouri Pacific railroad made a gala oc- 
casion of the opening of its new $1,250,000 ele- 
vated track in the riverfront industrial area. 
Well it might. With Mayor Tucker and two open- 
car loads of municipal and state officials and 
civic leaders aboard, a special train made the 
last run on the old Poplar street track, went 
through the railroad’s new freight depot and 
then returned to Union Station via the mile- 
long elevated line. 


With this one ceremony six dangerous grade 
crossings were eliminated from city streets—at 
the points at which the old Poplar street track 
crossed Second, Third, Fourth, Broadway, Sixth 
and Seventh streets. 


We suspect that the Missouri Pacific will find 
that this improvement is as good for its opera- 
tions as for the city. The railroad’s example 
should be followed generally. Since there are 
still far too many grade-crossing death traps in 
St. Louis, the elimination of a half-dozen at one 
time ranks as an important civic improvement.

A Day’s Work for the Tear. 


In the morning, President Eisenhower told a 
press conference that the billion-dollar reduction 
in foreign aid proposed in the House was too 
heavy and would be harmful to American secur- 
ity. In the evening, the Republican majority in 
the House overrode the President's appeal and 
voted the billion-dollar cut. 


Such was the day's work Wednesday for the 
G.O.P. “team” in Washington. President Eisen- 
hower suffered the same treatment from his 
party on foreign aid that he had suffered on 
funds for the Voice of America. And the defeat 
was accomplished in the same way—with the 
Democratic minority strongly upholding the 
man in the White House, the Republican ma- 
jority strongly repudiating him. 

Even on final passage of the mutilated bill, 
the President got far heavier support from the 
Democrats than he got from his own party. The 
minority backed him 5 to 1, the majority only 
142 to 1. But the crucial test came on a series 
of amendments to restore the cuts which the 
President had so earnestly requested be re- 
stored, The vote on one of these, the Javits 
amendment to restore $312,000,000 of new funds 
for military aid to Europe, tells the story:

Thus House Democrats recorded themselves 
in the ratio of 4 to 1 in favor of foreign aid 
funds which the President described as essential 
to security.

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Slug It Out 


The Eisenhower Administration has come to 
the parting of the ways on thé Bricker Amend- 
ment resolution and it may as well recognize the 
fact. Further efforts at compromise are useless. 
From the beginning they were. pointless. 

Our Mirror of Public Opinion today gives the 
views of two thoughtful commentators on the 
Ohio Republican's plan to hobble the President's 
constitutional authority to conduct the foreign 
relations of this country. These writers are 
Arthur Krock of The New York Times and Mer- 
lo J. Pusey of The Washington Post. | 

Mr. Pusey, who has made as careful a study 
of the ins and outs of the treaty-curbing scheme 
as any one, shows how Senator Bricker has per- 
sisted in trying to put his| idea over through 
modifications—and how it is worse in some 
ways in its latest form than before. 

Yet Senator Knowland-of California, the act- 
ing Majority Leader, ig still trying to get Sena- 
tor Bricker to accept a compromise version that 
is satisfactory to the White House. Although 
this is in part a maneuver to head off Bricker, 
whose amendment resolution bears the names 
of 65 Senators, it is a dangerous tactic. There 
should be no such meaningless substitute sub- 
mitted to the states merely to try to appease an 
offended Senator. 

Thus it is all to the good that Senator Bricker 
refuses to accept the Knowland substitute. 
Bricker insists‘ on a specific vote by both 
branches of Congress before a treaty can have 


the force of law and he is taking nothing less. 


He says definitely that he will “slug it out” 
with the Administration’s leaders on the Senate 
floor. 

The real credit in this fight goes to Senator 
Wiley of Wisconsin. He along with Senators 
Cooper of Kentucky and Millikin of Colorado 
did not join the 45 other Republicans in sign- 
ing the resolution. More than any other Senator, 
he has defended the President, Secretary Dulles 
and Attorney General Brownell in their opposi- 
tion. Moreover Senator Wiley was viciously and 
unfairly criticized in his home state by the Mc- 
Carthy-Coleman G.O.P, organization for stand- 
ing up for the White House. 

The big mistake was in letting this anti-U.N. 
campaign—for that is what it is—get so far be- 
fore it was revealed in its true colors. Why 
should a new President, who boosted the U.N. 
repeatedly in the campaign, have shut his 
eyes to the Bricker maneuvers? Why should 45 
of the 48 Republican Senators have signed a 
resolution which the White House would in the 
end have no choice but to oppose? 

As it stands now, Sénator Bricker is boxed in 
apparently at least for this session, but the 
Administration has created another bitter ender 
such as Congressman Reed is in the House. Not 
very businesslike to say the least. 
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Footnote to Local History 

Four years ago this fall the County Charter 
Commission took up the problem of what to do 
about the myriad of elected county officials. 
Everyone and his brother in the courthouse 
was an elected public official, and some mem- 
bers of the commission wondered what this 
meant in terms of good government. 

So the commission solicited advice from all 
comers, including the elected public officials 
thems¢lves, That these officers, almost to a 
man, paraded before the commission and spoke 
of the prime importance of their jobs and the 
necessity that they remain directly responsible 
to the people was perhaps not unusual. After 
all, who ever heard of a politician demanding 
that his job be eliminated? 

-But two of them even went so far as to say 
they were so overburdened that they ought to 
get more money. And guess who they were? 
None other than Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley and 
Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wallach, who are 
still somewhat overworked, judging from the 
fact that the state has had to lend a hand in 
county law enforcement. 

Mr. Wallach said at the time that voters would 
resent being deprived of the opportunity to bal- 
lot on county officers. How right he was! 
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The End of the RFC 


Despite the clean-up under Stuart Symington 
of Missouri, the Reconstruction Finance Cor. 
poration has succumbed to mink coats and deep 
freezes. With President Eisenhower's backing, 
the Senate has adopted a bill killing the- big 
lending agency and substituting a much more 
limited Small Business Administration. Simi- 
lar legislation had been adopted earlier in the 
House. While there were differences bet ween 
the two chambers, these were reconciled without 
too much trouble. 

Interest in the RFC today is largely historical. 
Created by President Hoover two decades ago, 
it represented the first major governmental 
effort to cope with the depression of the ‘30s. 
That function was discharged long ago. But 
a wider usefulness was found for RFC loans, 
particularly in financing the expansion of pro- 
ductive facilities essential to the winning of 
World. War II, and in providing a source of 
credit for small enterprises unable to borrow 
from commercial sources or to finance them- 
selves with the ease of the larger corporations. 

Since Congress is continuimg the small busi- 
ness lending function as well as a few minor 
activities in a new agency, the RFC probably 
will not be unduly missed in anything like 
reasonably prosperous times. And there is a 
real question whether Government ought to be 
in the lending business in such times. But this 
might change if the natién should again en- 
counter a major economic crisis, Yet if this 
were to happen, it seems probable that most of 
the lessons slowly learned in emerging from 
the depression would be quickly applied. Under 
sich conditions, there might well be a new RFC. 
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First, the Shelf Licensing 


It is regrettable that the aid-to-education 
amendment is blocking a conference agreement 
between Senate and House on the continental 
shelf licensing bill. From the standpoint of leg- 
islative strategy it would undoubtedly be prefer- 
able to enact the amendment at the same time 
as the licensing bill. 

In practice it does not seem likely to matter 
so much if the amendment is set aside at this 
time in the interest of getting the, bill passed. 
Federal revenue from continental shelf oil leases 
would not begin to be divided among the states 
for two years in any event. It will not start 
coming in until the licenses are issued. 

In contrast, the licensing bill is urgent. De-

Senator Bricker’s retreat from his 
notorious amendment to the Constitu- 
tion intended to deflate the treaty-mak- 
ing power appears to be a painful 
process. Recently he rewrote his reso- 
lution for the third time, and now after 
a visit to the White House, he indicates 
that he is willing to make further 
changes in an effort to satisfy the Presi- 
dent. 


In his shifting from one position to 
another, however, he has managed up 
to now to keep his 
resolution in suffi- 
ciently obnoxious 
form that it could 
not possibly be ac- 


ministration or by 
a Congress with 
any regard for the 
national welfare. 
The major con- 
cession that Sena- 
tor Bricker made in 
his latest resolution 
was to drop entire- 
ly the _ provision 
that would have 
forbidden the ne- 
gotiation of any treaty permitting a 
foreign power or an international or- 
ganization to supervise or control any 
rights of American citizens or “other 
matter essentially within the domestic 
jurisdiction of the United States.” 


This is a notable gain. Senator Brick- 
er should be given at least some credit 
for backing away from an utterly un- 
tenable position. 


In doing so, however. he has brought 
within his amendment a new isolation- 
ist device that might give even more 
trouble in our foreign relations. His 
new Section 2 provides: “A treaty shall 
become effective as internal law in the 
United States only through legislation 
which would be valid in the absence of 
treaty.” 

Although this may seem innocuous to 
the unpracticed eye, the result of its 
adoption would be to deny the Federal 
Government control over a substantial 
part of our foreign relations.

Against the Founding Fathers 


One of the basic reasons for adopting 
the Constitution in 1787 was to give 
the United States a single voice in the 
conduct of foreign affairs. Under the 
old Articles of Confederation, treaties 
were not the supreme law of the land 
and they could be flouted by the states. 


It was largely for this reason that 
Madison insisted on writing into the 
Constitution a clause making treaties 
the supreme law of the land. That 
clause has given validity to treaties 
even when they regulate property 
rights, inheritance and other matters 
ordinarily within the local jurisdiction 
of the states. 


Now Mr. Bricker wants to turn back 
the clock to the Articles of Confedera- 
tion days. The effect of his amend- 
ment would be to forbid the making of 
treaties concerning many of the matters 
that are customarily covered in treaties 
of friendship and commerce unless the 
Administration were willing to seek 
ratification by the states as well as by 
Congress. 


This is an incredible proposal to 
come from a United States Senator or 
from anyone else with the slightest con- 
ception of the damage it would do to 
our relations with other countries. It 
would give the United States not one 
voice in foreign affairs but 49. The

The President has repeated his be- 
lief that no treaty can circumvent or 
supervene the Constitution. The con- 
vinced supporters of the amendment 
sponsored by Senator Bricker of Ohio 
assert that at least one treaty already 
has, and that others would. 


The arguments made by those who 
strongly favor and as strongly oppose 
the latest Bricker text reveal a funda- 
mental erence of opinion on its 
necessity and effect. 

The conflict over whether the Con- 
stitution can be circumvented or super- 
vented by a treaty is illuminated by a 
Supreme Court decision known as 
Missouri vs. Holland. The case con- 
cerned the validity of a migratory bird 
act passed by Congress in 1918. 

In 1913 Congress had passed a sim- 
ilar act which was voided by a federal 
court as beyond the powers granted to 
Congress by the Constitution. But in 
1916 the. United States and Great Bri- 
tain had made a treaty agreement to 
establish closed seasons on certain 
varieties of birds that migrate between 
Canada and the United States, and the 
1918 statute legislated this treaty. 


State Power Not Enough 


The State of Missouri attacked the 
statute as exceeding the powers of the 
Federal Government enumerated in the 
Constitution and as invading the powers 
reserved to the states. A Supreme Court 
majority of seven, with Justice Holmes 
as spokesman, declared that the treaty 
power is broader than the enumerated 
field, and that when there is involved 
“a national interest of very nearly the 
first magnitude (that) can be protected 
only by national action in concert with 
another power ... we see nothing in 
the Constitution” to forbid that action. 
“It is not sufficient,” said the court, “to 
rely upon the states.” 


This raised a question that has en- 
dured and is the cause of the Bricker 
amendment. The question is: If a 
treaty could “accomplish anything of 
a national character so long as its 
subject-matter were plausibly related 
to the national welfare, what limits 
were there to federal authority if ex- 
ercised in pursuance of the treaty- 
making power?” 


Those opposed to any amendment of 
the treaty-making power save the sim- 
ple declaratory statement the President 
made have an answer to‘this question. 
They say that Missouri vs. Holland is 
oy in Supreme Court history; that 
it did not impair or damage any power- 
ful vested right, affect the social order 
or seriously concern private property. 


Challenge to the President 


They argue that the Supreme Court 
has never so applied this “theory” and 
prophesy it never will. In a recent 
statement former Solicitor General 
Perlman, a sworn foe of the Bricker 
proposal, cited seven Supreme Court 
decisions to support his contention that 
existing law nullifies provisions of 
treaties that conflict with the Constitu- 
tion. 

Nevertheless, retort the lawyers who 
are the chief authors of the revised 
Bricker proposal, Missouri vs. Holland 
is a fact and conceivably could be used 
by some future Supreme Court to up- 
hold a treaty in violation of the Con- 
stitution that a future President and 
Senate two-thirds conceivably would 
have approved.

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Between Book Ends 


The Male Animal in Flight 


CECILE, by Benjamin Constant, translated by Nore 
man meron. (New Directions, |25 pqs., $2.50.) 
This literary hors d’oeuvre by the 

nineteenth-century French courtier and 

novelist Benjamin Constant (“Adolphe,” 

“Cahier Rouge” and “Polytheisme”) 

was discovered three years ago in a 

trunk of presumably. unimportant pa- 

pers which were being given to the 

Lausanne Library for safekeeping. 


It consisted of 20 handwritten sheets, 
apparently composed late in 1811 or 
early 1812 and left unfinished when the 
mercurial Constant decided to take off 
on one of his trips through Europe. 
After a while he either forgot the man- 
uscript or decided it wasn’t worth pe- 
rusal. More than likely—judging from 
what M, Alfred Roulin, authority on 
Constant, says in 
the introduction— 
the latter was the 
case. 

But if M. Con- 
stant had no regrets 
at leaving “Cecile” 
in fragmentary 
form, his modern 
readers most cer- 
tainly will. For 
what is here is a 
brilliantly revealing 
autobiographical 
novel about the 
character of a man 
(Constant himself) 
trapped between 
the designs of two women, neither of 
whom he really wants, both of whom 
are stronger willed, more conniving and 
aggressive than he. 

It’s a delicious little story of Benja- 
min Constant’s weaknesses: his trying 
to take himself firmly in hand and say 
No to Mme. de Malbee (actually the 
terrifying Mme. de Stael), a Bonapart- 
ist exile whose strong character com- 
pletely overshadowed his own; his per- 
suading himself that he could do no 
harm in seducing Cecile (Charlotte de 
Hardenberg, who eventually became 
Constant’s second wife) when it ap- 
peared years might pass before he could 
escape the evil eye of Mme. de Malbee, 
and his emotional ups and downs in try- 
ing to whip himself into enthusiasm 
over the prospect of a lifetime with 
either of his pursuers. 

Unfinished as it is, with Cecile near 
death with flu and Constant still trying 
to elude Mme. de Malbee’s grasp, “Ce- 
cile” is still a superb study, albeit ex- 
aggerated, of what just about every 
male feels when he is cornered. 

Aside from this true-to-life recording 
of man’s romantic uncertainties and the 
insidious complications of affairs of 
love, “Cecile” is the work of a master 
because of the pure technical skill evi- 
dent on every page. M. Constant re- 
veals more understanding of character 
in a paragraph than a good many liv- 
ing writers do in a book. That so short 
a work could go so deeply into the 
conscious and unconscious motivation

of three major characters and several’ 


minor ones is adequate proof of Con- 
stant’s uncommon abilities. 

Equally significant, I think, is that 
Constant compromised himself to prac- 
tically none of the literary fashions of 
his day. Overlooking the social amen- 
ities which indicate its period, you 
might persuade yourself “Cecile” was 
written only yesterday. It’s a remark- 
able piece of fiction.

BENSON'S FARM FUND 
HIKED BY CONGRESS 


Bill Sent to Eisenhower Pays 
$55,000,000 More Than Re- 
quested for Saving Soil. 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (UP) 
~The Department of Agricul- 
ture during fiscal 1954 will pay 
farmers $55,000,000 more than 
it thinks necessary for conser- 
vation practices it says farmers 
themselves should finance. 


Both houses of Congress 
assed and sent to the White 
ouse late yesterday a compro- 
mise $718,395,398 appropriation 
bill for the department. The 
measure carried $14,400,000 
more than recommended’ by 
President Eisenhower. 


The Senate and House au- 
thorized $195,000,000 for soil 
conservation payments. Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson had 
requested $140,000,000. 

Congress also restored pro- 
posed cuts in funds for research, 
rural electrification and forest 
improvement, and added $5,000,- 
000 for pilot watershed work. 

The conservation payment 
program stirred up some of the 
hottest debate and illustrates 
best Benson’s unusual position 
of. having more money than he 
wants. 

Assistant Secretary J. Eart 
Coke said all the conservation 
money will be passed on to the 
states “in accord” with con- 
gress’s recommendations, and 
the program expanded beyond 
what Benson anticipated to in- 


clude payments for annual re- 


curring practices such as liming 
and fertilizing. .

So they will meet tomorrow 
in the 36-hole final of the fif- 
teenth annual State Women’s 
Tournament. 

Hard-Fought Matches. 

Most brilliant of the two 
matches was a sparkling sub-par | 
battle between Mrs. Diefenbach | 
and Miss Gault. They each had | 
four-under-par 75’s for 48 holes, 
then Mrs. Diefenbach went one | 
stroke more below par on the | 
extra holes. 

In the other match Miss Her- | 
pel and Mrs. Johnson each had 
78's, one under women’s par. 
and then Miss Herpel became | 


two under for the full distance | 
with her birdie on the last hole | 
of the overtime. 

A winner in 1950, Miss Herpel 
said this was the toughest match 
she ever played in her long golf- 
ing life, which has covered many 
years since her early start in 
the game. 

Out in 41 strokes, even par, 
Miss Herpel was two down only 


because she won the eighth hole | 4 


with a 30-foot birdie putt and 
the ninth with a par. 

She again was three down at 
No. 13 when Mrs. Johnson holed 
out a 15-footer for a deuce after 
Miss Herpel sank a 16-footer 
for a par. On the 14th Miss Her- 
pel regained a hole when Mrs. 
Johnson trapped her second 
shot, and then after they halved 
the 15th, the turning point of 
the match came. 


Birdie Wins. 

On No. 16 Miss Herpel was in 
the rough with her tee shot to 
the left of an uphill fairway to 
the green.

He 
told reporters he would not re- 
port to Toronto, but he was not 
clear as to his future. 

“TI have an interest in a truck- 
ing firm in Nashville, Tenn.,” 
said the dark-visaged Holloman. 
“I think I’ll just go to that for 
my full time employment. I’m 
afraid I can’t battle 
back up through the minors. I'd 
rather quit.” 

Nine Other Starts. 

Thus the major league career 
of the strong-armed 27-year-old 
rookie appears to have come to 
a sudden end. He flashed only 
briefly on the big league horizon 
but, meteor-like, he left a 
dazzling trail. In his first start- 
ing assignment, on May 6, at 
Busch Stadium, Bobo pitched a 
no-hit shutout in defeating the 
Philadelphia Athletics. In nine’ 
subsequent starts and in his 19 
game appearances he was never 
able to approximate the form he 
displayed in that one brilliant 
effort. Only one other pitcher

Since he is armed with most 
of the tools that make for good 
pitching, it is considered possi- 
ble that Holloman may still 
win in the majors, but, he'll 
have to go through the minor 
league proving ground again.

Business was slower than slow. Three years 
later Murphy gambled everything to buy the 
firm himself at a time when it had only two 
fulltime employes and was grossing only $10,000 
a year. 

Using his engineering skill and the knowl- 
edge he had gained from consulting medical 
men, Murphy redesigned the equipment and de- 
veloped a motor to give a pulsing rotary move- 
ment instead of a simple vibration. 

“And I decided. people offered a bigger mar-

Melodrama in Depth 


HAT old Fight on the Cliff of melodramatic and 

serial fame back in the days of the silent movies will 

have to move over for the Fight on the Cable Car 
which climaxes “SECOND CHANCE,” a 3-D entertainment 
at the FOX THEATER. Two towering 
huskies, Robert Mitchum and Jack Palance, 
battle on the rear platform of the car 
and then on the roof as it sways on its 
funicular cable several thousand feet above 
a chasm between two mountains at a 
South American resort. And the steel cable 
strands part one by one and threaten to 
send them and the passengers inside to a sickening death. 


Before Palance, the villain, gets his, a mechanic has 
toppled to his doom. After that, a condemned murderer who 
volunteers to try to get back to a mountain below and 
fetch help by swinging from a rope to a ledge, loses his 
grip and falls into the arms of his ancestors. Then Fearless 
Bob volunteers and swings to a mountain ledge just be- 
fore the rope snaps. Done as it is in realistic depth, with a 
maximum of melodramatic tension tricks, if it doesn’t have 
you biting your nails and clawing your seat, then you're 
just not the excitable type. 


Before that, it is a pretty tight chase melodrama, with 
Mr. Palance, as a gunman who delights in killing, pursuing 
Linda Darnell, a gangster’s moll who has fled to South 
America, and has decided to go back before a congressional 
committee and spill everything. Mr. Mitchum, as a heavy- 
weight prizefighter who is tortured by the fact he killed 
a man in the ring and is just picking up exhibition money 
in Latin America, thrusts his muscles in between the 
gangster and his prey. 

The outdoor shots were taken at Taxco and Cuerna- 
vaca in Mexico, and very picturesque places they are. Linda, 
who suffers not at all by being photographed in depth, 
as one may imagine, offers serious competition in the 
scenic line. Under Rudolph Mate’s direction, the princi- 
pals’ work is realistic enough to suit anybody, so it’s 
good rousing melodrama all the way through. This is 
the first real A-quality filnt among the 3-D’s offered here so 
far, and the first which feéls it is able to get along on its 
own story merits and not have to hurl objects at the 
audience in trick shots to command attention. 


Frolicking on the Canal 


“THE FARMER TAKES A WIFE,” at the AMBASSA- 
DOR, is a rather refreshing musical arrangement of the 
stage play and dramatic film (1935, with Henry Fonda and 
Janet Gaynor) from the novel, “Rome Haul,” about the 
~ horse-drawn boats on the Erie Canal in the 
1850s. It is nothing sensational, but there 
is some period charm, and the Harold 
Arlen-Dorothy Fields songs are gay and 
have colloquial atmosphere. 


Here we have Betty Grable as the 


spirited cook and housekeeper for John 
Carroll, a hard-drinking boat captain, a 
highly irregular arrangement, if you ask me. Anyway, Dale 
Robertson intervenes as a farmer who takes to jockeying 
boat-horses solely to acquire a land stake, and soon takes 
over Betty, cooking and all. The rugged Mr. Robertson goes 
in for musical comedy even so far as to rumble out a few 
songs in an embarrassed baritone, and to dip into a sudsy 
glamour bath as a contrast to shots of Betty in hers. 

This makes an effort to bring the musical comedy down 
to earth, with a song actually out in the open on a hillside 
swept with wildflowers, and one ducking in and out of the 
canal. Betty bounces through the bucolic atmosphere as 
if she weré a born farmer’s daughter, and results are 
amiable all around. Thelma Ritter and Eddie Foy Jr., are 
in the comic background. 


Colorful Cutthroat 


“RIDE, VAQUERO!,” to open tomorrow at LOEW’S 
STATE, falls considerably short of the epic sweep I am

Author's Reconciliaton After 25-Year Separation Has Romantic Novel Touch

“Juniper Tree,” a story of 

salvation and victory over 
sorrow, is being serialized in 
The Everyday Magazine of the 
Post-Dispatch, recently experi- 
enced in her own life an event 
that might have provided a cli- 
max for one of her own roman- 
tic novels. A few weeks ago 
friends learned that Miss Bald- 
win and her husband from 
whom she had been separated 
for 25 years had reconciled. 

“I find myself back where I 
was 33 years ago,” Miss Baldwin 
laughed. “As a bride I got up 
and got my husband's breakfast, 
Now for the first time in years 
I'm doing it again.” 

It was 33 years ago that Faith 
Baldwin married Hugh Cuthrell, 
now president of the Brooklyn 
Gas Co. In 1928, because of 
“differences,” they separated 
and for the past 25 years have 
lived apart. Now as Miss Bald- 
win is nearing her sixtieth 
birthday and Hugh Cuthrell has 
reached the age of 61, the couple 
have patched up their difficul- 
ties. 

“In time,” Miss Baldwin point- 
ed out, “to celebrate our thirty- 
third wedding anniversary in 
November.” 

For the present Miss Baldwin 
is devoting her full time to her 
husband and for the first time 
in more than 30 years is not 
working on a novel. Publica- 
tion of “The Juniper Tree” 
marked her seventieth book 
since the writing of “Mavis of 
Green Hill” back in 1921. One 
of the most prolific authors of 
our time, Miss Baldwin in addi- 
tion to her 70 books, many of 
them best sellers, has written 
countless serial and short stories 
and innumerable articles for 
magazines. She has also pub- 
lished one book of verse. 

Miss Baldwin says that she 
acknowledges only 62 of her 
books. 

“The rest,” she laughs, “I'd 
be happy to have forgotten.”

MAZINGLY youthful for her 
A nearly 60 years, Miss Bald- 
win has led a full, busy and 
rewarding life. Mother of four 
children, all now grown, she 
schooled herself early in her ca- 
reer in the art of concentration 
and learned to write through and 
around interruption. Some of 
her early novels were written 
while taking care of her babies 
and doing most of her own 
housework—“one hand in the 
spinach and the other on the 
typewriter,” as she puts it. 

Today there are no young 
children to interrupt her writing 
but Miss Baldwin finds concen- 
tration something of a problem. 

“It is very hard to work in 
this house,” she says of the 
beautiful old place in which she 
lives on a country road near 
Darien, Conn. “There is always 
something to be seen from the 
window. Any window. You can 
look out and be dazzled by 
orioles, purple finch, gold finch, 
thrush, flickers, robins, blue 
birds—all at once.

“They act as if I’m old-fashioned. As if my ideas are 
worth nothing at all. How can I make them see that I’ve 
lived longer than they and had more experience and that 
they should respect my judgment?” a mother complained 
to us just the other day.

OUR ANSWER was that for a certain period of years 
in the mid-teens, you may not be able to make them. 

This is a thing that a lot of us would often like to do: 
Make the other person do it our way and at the same time 
admit that our way is the right way. 

That is what most parents would like to have from 
their adolescent sons and daughters: Obedience and at the 
same time admission that mother (or father) knows best. 

And that, by the very nature of adolescence, is the very 
thing that many boys and girls cannot admit or even feel. 
For a few years, at least. (The time often comes, in the 
later teens, when things improve considerably from a par- 
ent’s point of view.) 

x + ¢ 

SO OUR RELUCTANT ADVICE to the parents of teen- 
agers is that you often have to choose between making the 
teen-ager perfectly happy (by giving him his own way), and 
making him occasionally unhappy by enforcing whatever 
rules you have decided are for his own good. 

With most teen-agers you cannot choose both. And if 
you choose to enforce unwelcome rules, you may as well 
know in advance (if your own experience has not already 
told you) that when you do, you almost automagically be- 
come old-fashioned, unreasonable and even cruel. 

Because the adolescent has to learn anew the respect 
and admiration which he may already, as a younger child, 
have felt for his mother or father. Part of growing up is 
getting free from parental dominance. To do this, many 
boys and girls used to go through a period in which they 
feel us to be less than up to date, less knowing and wise 
than we like to think we are. 

Try not to feel that things “ought” to be too much 
otherwise.

IGHTS are the privilege of being exempt from washing 

the dishes after having cooked the dinner and set the 

table. They are the first choice on a box of assorted 
chocolates since other persons enjoyed first choice on pre- 
vious boxes. 

They are the seat by the driver in the automobile for 
the person who asked for it ahead of the others, They are 
the drumstick of the chicken and the marrowbone of the 
* eutlet when neither has been enjoyed for some time. 

Rights include a room in which to keep one’s personal 
belongings and from which to exclude younger brothers 
and sisters. They guarantee the enjoyment of letter paper, 
perfume, soap, toothpaste and other desirable articles which 
have been hoarded while less foresighted people hav 
squandered their supply. 7 

They must be suspicious of long silences. They must 
keep their eyes open for trespassers. They must be ready 
to leap up and assert their claims before others have a 
chance to do so. ' 

Rights are defended by physical force such as pushing 
and tugging, pinching, biting and hair pulling. When force 
fails, appeals are made to higher authority to make some- 
body stop, or decide who got there first or whose turn it is. 

The claiming and defense of rights absorb a major 
part of the attention of the average household, If the same 
time and effort were devoted to constructive work there 
would be more than, enough for plowing the garden plot, 
painting the garage and cleaning up the attic.

This 
protects against straining of 
seams, pulling and twisting. Ny- 
longs may safely be washed in 
machines but orlons should be 
washed separately. 

Use plenty of rinse water and 
your washing is done. 
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NYLONS AND ORLONS 
should not be ‘wrung. Hanging 
them on plastic hangers and 
allowing them to drip-dry elimi- 
nates wrinkles and makes it 
possible to skip ironing.

HOUSANDS of players have 
T a most peculiar (and in-

Dummy 
ducking, East won with the 
queen and returned a heart, 
looking for another trump lead 
through the ace. West was oblig- 
ing, and when dummy again 
played low, East took the trick 
and continued the suit, knock- 
ing out the diamond ace. 


Declarer was now in Quite a 
fix—the same fix he’d been in 
from the start, of course—but 
West was about to gallop to his 
rescue. That was what it 
amounted to when West took 
the next lead of the club king 
and, not quite satisfied with 
that piece of high indiscretion 
(to be nice about it), continued 
with hearts! Declarer gratefully 
ruffed the heart eight and led 
a club to dummy, running the 
suit and going down only one 
trick! 

Why didn’t West hold up the 
club ace once—to say nothing 
of his failure to shift to spades?
